Dangerous Street - Railroad Fran- 
chises. 


A subject of great local importance, 
having a direct bearing upon the pres- 
ent and future interests of the city. 
is presented strongly by ‘‘Civis,’’ a val- 
ued contributor of THe Times, whose 
views we indorse in the main. They 

are given below: 


Council has done a proper thing in adopt- 
ing a general street-railroad ordinance for 
the franchises being asked. The States 
have been compelled to adopt the same rule 
with regard to granting charters, as the only 
feasible way of securing’safety to the State, 
and of circumventing the scheming {designs 
of tricksters, whosecure valuable grants in 
many cases, all unknown to the granting 
body, bya careful manipulation of language, 
and only by having a set form, carefully 


drawn, and then adhered t», can the efforts. 


of schemers be readily detected. 

While Council has taken a step forward in 
this ordinance, it is a question whether they 
have gone farenough. The right to lay a 
street-car track, and-collect fares for carry- 
ing passengers, has always beena Vala- 
able cfranchise in our cities, and the 
larger the cities become, the more 
valuable is the franchise. As a _ rule, 
the franchises .recently granted by Council 
run for a term of 30 years—beyond the life 
of the present generation. It becomes an 
important matter, therefore, when Council 
makes a grant which is irrevokable and be- 
yond the power of change, that this grant 
should properly guard the interests, not only 
of the city, but those of the people. In 
most cities the property-owners abutting the 
proposed line“have a voice as to whether or 
not the right shall be granted. It affects 
their property in various ways; it may spoil 
a quiet street for homes; it may hurt it for 
driving; or, it may enhance the value of 
property, making useless property the most 
desirable. But at all events it affects the 
property, and usually elsewhere the abutting 
owners decide for or against it. In the ab- 
sence of this policy here Council has the 
sole responsibility, and the question of the 
form of the grant adopted by Council be- 
comes even more than usually important. 

The general principle that improvements 
such as car lines should be encouraged, is 
one that we all agree in; and that, whether 
the line be intended to accommodate a 
section already built up, or whether, as in a 
number of cases recently seen here, the line 
is intended to build up the section. 

Suppose, in either case, a franchise be 
granted; the owner of the franchise 
practically a monopoly of the carrying of 
passengers on the strects he adopts; in all 
but the recent.grants, he seems to have the 
sole right to use the street; and if another 


company comes into the street, he is net, 
ompelled to allow the use of his track, and | whom favor incorporation.

bought lots, thinking that the road would 
be run regularly, may be so bothered by 
having no cars, that they may have to come 
together to try and run the road themselves. 

There is the 
franchise of the road. The track occupies the 
street, and they can’t build another road if 
they wanted to. _ They can’t run this road, 
because it is not theirs; and so all they can 
do is either to go without street-car accom- 
modations or buy the franchise. 
words, these grants, unrestricted, simply tie 
the hands of the city and people, and the 
owners can hold their road, and use it prac- 
tically to mulot the people to any extent they 
will bear in order to have street cars. 

Possibly the owners do not care to stop 
altogether; but run only as often as they” 
feel it desirable to make money; they may 
run every half hour, or every hour, as suits 
them, and the people who expected the 
usual street-car service can do nothing.

These are but instances of the way in 
which, with the present grants of franchises, 
the city ties its hands almost entirely. They 
cannot compel the use of good cars. That 
probably accounts for the wretched excuses. 
for cars that we here are compelled to blush 
for before our visitors, 
having some of the worst is rumored to have 
made a dividend of over 60 per cent. last 
year. Therumor may be exaggerated, but 
the fact remains that the franchise is most 
valuable, and that the peculiar thrift of the 
owners does not allow them to use cars such 
as in other places they would be compelled 
touse.

It seems to the writer that we have gone

gested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sometimes on one side, sometimes on the 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a disa- 
groeable, stuify sensation in the head, and oc- 
casioning violent and prolonged paroxysms of 


fing duality. Oftentimes there is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordance, There is also a 
sense of irritation in the throat, and frequent 
attempts to cleur the parts of phlegm, produc- 
ing the sound “nem,” more or less forcibly. 
In some cases patients complain ofan uncor- 


ing and almost constant dryness, for the tem- 
rary relief of which they have to swallow 
requently. Others, again, speak of a constant 
bad or nauseous taste in the mouth or throat.

We began with ordinary wine, and as- 
cended in quality to the Johannisberger, 
so rure that it is received for the km- 
peror on helidays. The glasses were 
never filled with this precious liquid, 
and what was left was passed to the 
less unportant people in the party after 
the guests had been served. 

At Geneva for a change he laid the 
corner stone of a Protestant church 
and dined: with an American at his 
charming villa. From the piazza we 
looked up at Mt. Blane and watched 
the rose-tinted hues, of the summit as 
they fell on the distant show. 

From Geneva .we went on to Mbt. 
Blane. I was curious to discover what 
interest my chief would: display im the 
world renowned landseape. 1 fantied 
he might be indifferent to the marvel 
of mountain scenery, for I had never 
been with him in such regions before. 
But I was wrong. We traveled from 
Geneva to Chamouni, and then by the 
Tete Nortie to the valley of the Rhone 
in one of the ordinary open 
Swiss carriages. General and Mrs. 
Grant, Jesse and myself, and from the 
moment when we first. approached Mt. 
Blane so as to percieve its majesty, 
Gen. Grant was as profoundly im- 
pressed as any of the party. 
trayed what to me was an entirely 
new side of his nature. At Chamounix 
we remained three _days because he 
was so interested. I ascended with 
him the Mer de Glace; he was full of 
appreciation. It was not only the 
crevasses that he wondered at, and 
the glacier that he admired, but all 
the stupendous grandeur of the scene 
was as apparent to him as if he had 
been a poet. When we were up there 
together, alone, with no one but the 
guide, whose jangua ze the General 
ceuld not understand, I found my 
chief susceptible to emotions of the 
sublime to a degree that was a revela- 
tion of his character. I kept the alpen- 
stock he carried that day as a memento 
of my surprise. It stands in my library 
now; I can see it as I write, by the coat 
that he slept in at Shiloh. 

At Chamounix aSt. Bernard dog was 
resented to him only’ six weeks old. 

ut he could not carry this creaturp 
with him around the world, and orde 
it sent to my house in London. 
two months later, the noble 


constant companions since it crossed 
the ocean with me, and even went to 
Cuba, far enough from its natural 
snows; and more. than once, as friend 
after friend proved false, the fond 
fidelity of Ponto has recalled the writ- 
ten words of De Stael, *‘ The more I 
see of men, the better I appreciate 

Chamonix was hung with flags for 
the ex-President, and Mt. Blane was 
illuminated. At night, away up at the 
chalet where the climbers rest, we saw 
a light gleaming over the snows, which 
told that the Swiss mountaineers greet- 
ed the American democrat... 

We descended, as I said, by the Tete 
Noire, and all through the great mount- 
ain gorge the plain, unsentimental sol- 
dier felt, Lam sure, the grandeur of the 
scene as fully as any who ever gazed on 
it. Ile became, like every one of any 
susceptibility, imbued with the sense 
of sublimity. From Vernajay he had 
intended to return to Geneva, but after 
visiting the Gorge de Trienz we went 
up to the valley of the Rhone to Brieg. 
Then we ascended the Simplon, and 
again Grant was deeply impressed and 
interested. He often left the carriage 
to walk, so as the better to drink in the 
grandeur. At the hospice of the Sim- 
plon the monks had heard of him:*they 
got out they choicest home-made wine 
and spread their frugal lunch for the 
American commander. 

So we went on to Italy, over the read 
built by another general, Grant every- 
where enjoying the noveity, appre- 
Ciating the scenery, studying the peo- 
ple. He liked people always more than 
scenery, and the common people best 
of all. At every town or village, as 
soon as we stopped for the night, he 
wanted to stroll out with me and watch 
the crowds returning from work, or in 
their shops or on their farms: or at 
play or festival. At Domo d’ Ossota 
there was acharming féte, with fire- 
works, dances and music, for “Our 
Lady of the Snows.’ He made me ask 
the peasants questions in their own 
language, for he was no linguist as the 
world knows; but he got at the people 
quickly, and often was himself his own 
interpreter. Nothing in all his travels 
delighted or interested him more than 
this intercourse with the people them- 
selves. It was Anteweus touching earth. 
But he was sufficiently courteous to 
those who thought themselves ‘‘the 
great,’ when they came to offer him 
civilities. He was by no means indif- 
ferent tothe evidences of his distine- 
tion. Ata charming spot on one of the 
Italian lakes where we staid fora day 
or two, one evening after dinner a 
princess. Was announced. She came 
across the lake in her boat through the 
twilight, with attendant and a female 
friend; a handsome,sumptuous woman, 
with a famous Russian name. She was 
dressed in black with a lace shawl 
thrown over her head and a blush red 
rose in her hair. She cameto ask the 
General and his party to visit her vilia 
in the neigborhood called after herself 
the “Villa Ada.’ The Princess was 
an American born, she explained, but 
had married a great Russian and was 
living away from home to edueate her 
boys. The Prince unfortunately was 
absent, but she hoped to receive her 
great countryman at a midday dinner. 
Gen. Grant accepted the invitation 
promptly, for he always availed him- 
self of pleasant opportunities like a 
true traveler, but Mrs. Grant could 
not say at once if she was: disengaged. 
With a woman’s instinct she wanted to 
find out more about her hostess. 

We learned, however, that in reality 
the lady was a Russian Princess, 
though an American by birth, and Mrs. 
Grant accompanied Gen. Grant to the 
luncheon. ‘The villa was charming. 
The situation perfect, scenery, sky, 
terraces, flowers—all lItaiian. The 
Princess was stately; her manners 
became her rank; she was not more 
than forty, if so old; very handsome 
and especially amiable to Jesse. Mrs. 
Grant always awed even princesses if 
they made too many advances to her 
great husband. We-noticed many 
portraits of the Princess in fancy cos- 
tume, Luerezia, Semiramide, Norma,

The Princess was indeed 
an American girl, who had come to 

Italy to study for the opera; had sun 
at La Seala and San Carlos, and pleasec 
the fancy of the Prince who married 
her. But she could not go to court nor 
he recognized at St. Petersburg. That 
was why she lived in Italy. That ac- 
counted fer the portraits of Luecrezia and 
Semiramide. ‘There was no harm done; 
the Princess was married, but she had 
kept back her story when she invited 
Mrs. Grant. 
engagement at the time at the Neopoli- 
tan opera. Nevertheless the villa was 
beautiful, the lake was Italian and the 
Princess was real like her lace and her 
red rose. 

_ At Thusis there was another incident. 
One Sunday morning after the late con- 
tinental breakfast> we were waiting in 
an arbor without the inn, looking up 
to the Via Mala. 

There was alittle gate that opened in 
the arbor, anid to this there came a 
short but stately woman of 60 years or 
more, dressed in black, without a bon- 
net, but holding a parasol. She walked 
straight up to the group, and, looking 
}over the gate, asked if this was Gen. 
Grant, then made a profound courtesy, 
such as they offerin Europe to sover- 
eigns. Her face and voice seemed 
strangely familiar to me, but I could 
not recall where I had known either. 
I rose, however, of course, and opened 
the gate, thinking she might be 
some dutchess come to ask Gen. 
Grant to dine with a queen, 
and the lady entered. She was invited 
to a seat, but did not tell her name. 
She had just come from the Eugadine, 
where she had been greatly interested 
in a Swiss peasant who had served in 
the American army, and she had prom- 


ised if ever she met Gen. Grant 
to implore him for a _ pension 
for her protege. Gen. Grant 


had no more power, however, than [ 
had to obtain a pension, except according 
to the rules; and, as a consular officer, 

was familiar with the method. I en- 
deavored to explain this, but the benefi- 
cent stranger did not care for rules; 
she wanted the interposition of the ex- 
President. Finally, however, she 
learned just how much or how little 
Gen. Grant could do in the matter, and 
turned to take her leave. As she arose 
she said she bad the pleasure of know- 
ing Gen. Grant’s daughter in England; 
young Sartoris, who had married *‘ Nel- 
lie Grant,’ was her nephew. Then I 
knew where I had seen the low fore- 
head and stately air,and heard the 
deep, rich tones; for she was Fannie 
Kemble. Theconnections exchanged a 
few further remarks, and the dra- 
matic personage made another cour- 
tesy, such as Catherine of Arayon per- 
formed to Henry VIII, put up her 
black silk parasol again, and sailed 
away. 

‘At Heidelberg we met Wagner The 
king of music came to call on the man 
whose deeds were greater than any the 
other had ever celebrated in song or 
orchestra. The interview was pecu- 
liar; neither of those who had affected 
their fellows in so widely different 
ways could speak the other's language. 
Wagner, master as he was of expres- 
sion, Was mute in Grant’s presence, 
and Grant, whose :character akin, per- 
haps to that of Wagner’s heroes, was 
able only to reach the musician 
through -interpreter. Yet. the 
meeting at this historic place, 
under the shadow of the ruined 
palace with its memories—-of the later 
inaster of modern art with the latest 
warrior of modern history—was an 
eyent worth chronicling. If Wagner 
had written a speech on the ‘* Wilde- 
mer’ the grim and terrible fighter 
might have inspired an utterance equal 
to any of a Tristrom or Sigis mind. 
If they have met since it is in that 
region where bards and heroes perhaps 
are equal; where the laurel is bestowed 
alike on deeds and thoughts. 

I was with Gen. Grant in Rome, but 
there is no disguising the fact that he 
did not appreciate pictures or statuary. 
He refused to admire Marcus Aurelius 
at the capitol, though I took him to 
task especially, because it was eques- 
trian; I thought he would like the 
horse. I went with him to the Vatican, 
but he passed straight through the 
wonderful gallery of marble and never 
wanted to linger. He did not care for 
the Appollo nor the Laoccoon. He 
got tired of the Sistine Chapel and 
»oked fun at me when I wanted to 
ook once more at the ‘‘Last Judg- 
ment’ of Michel Angelo. He would 
not pretend. Hewas blind always to 
the beauties of art. I don’t think he 
could ever tell a am picture from a 
bad one; and at Berne he was angry 
because Jesse and [ insisted on seeing 
the cathedral. We had seen one at 
on and another at Mayence, he 
said. 

In the same way he was utterly deaf 
to music. He never knew one tune 
from another; he thought he could tell 
‘* Hail to the Chief,”’ it was played so 
often for him; butif it was changed 
for **‘ Yankee Doodle,’’ he did not know 
the difference. I often heard him sa 
at balls he could dance very well if it 
wasn’t for the music; that always put 
him out. He took no interest even in 
Venice, and never wanted to return. 
lie had some slight appreciation of 
architecture, but not a keen one. The 
grandeur and form of the great ca- 
thedrals made some impression on 


him, but he liked Thebes better 
than Milan, the Pyramids than 
Cologne. The preference was typical. 


It was the collossal character that im- 
pressed him, rfot the artistic elabora- 


the Alps rather than the smiling vil- 
lages of the Rhine. “Delicate beauties 
always were too small for him to grasp, 
both in literature and art. Butit was 
more important for the country that he 
should be what he was than that he 
should appreciate the domes of the 
capitol or the Cathedral of San Mare.

Theory of Sun-Spots.—By means of a 
sensitive thermopile and a perforated 
disk of cardboard, Prof. Sporer, a Ger- 
man physicist, has proven that extra- 
luminous patches on the solar disk are 
more intensely heated than the rest, 
and that the dark spots are cooler than 
the average surface. The hottest re- 
gions must develop ascending gas cur- 
rents, to which descents of cooler gas- 
masses must necessarily correspond.

feeding grounds. This discovery ex- 

ains how fresh cheese can become 
infected with mites even when care- 
fully placed on a shelf away from all 
suspected sources of contamination. 

The Blood’s Mileage.—In a recent lec- 
ture before a London institution, Dr. 
B. W. Richardson stated that the work 
of the heart in a healthy man is equiva- 
lent to the feat of raising 5 1-5 tons 1 
foot per hour, or 125 tons in twenty- 
four hours. The use of eight ounces 
of alcohol causes the heart’s work to 
show an excess of 24 foot-tons. Ilus- 
trating this powerful engine’s perform- 
ance by a new calculation, he assumed 
that the blood is thrown out by an aver- 
age of sixty-nine strokes per minute, 
and at the force of 9 feet to each stroke, 
which would give the mileage of the 
blood through the body as 207 yards 
per minute, 7 miles per hour, 168 miles
